THE SOCIAL SERVICE CLUB 

In a recent editorial wc made reference to the Social Service 
]>èpartm<nit of McGill, commenting in general upon ihe nccc&sity 
(if a better grasp of scnrial problems on the part of.studcntit. 'In 
thlittoontction wc rniphasiscd the necessity of the practical de- 
ntela;» well a5 the theoretical. •■ ' 

^vTIk Social Service of McGill University, while quite 'distmct 
ifpia our .Social Service Department in that it is wholly and abso- 
lutely a student organization, offers in considerable measure the 
op|«rtunity to acquire just this desirable first hand acquaintance 
wîttjpractical problcni;. of social service work. 
" ^ Organised last year in connection with ihp. Committee on 
Social Service of the McGilf V.M.CA., the Social Service Gub 
owes its e«i«tc|icfi aiid what it has accomplished vf^lc)^ to the ini(|i; 
ativc and perseverance, to say nothing of dcvotedness, of a rela- 
t{vdy small number of students. The work was undertaken with 
tlie primary purpose of reaching the newsboys of Montreal in an 
intimate and really effective way. That is, it was felt that this 
branch of the great social service field was worthy of the special* 
tied efforts of ttlt organization. '-W^SS^' 

The first object of the club was to establish a real point of 
contact, with the nomads of the street, an undertaking which by 
the way presented no small âiffîcuUies. However, as a result of 
caureful planning and ronsidt-rablc effort, one hundred newsboys, 
were, to a certain extent, interested. A night school was formed 
•niJ with alt the necessary taetfulncss the thoughts of the' urchins 
were gradually directed from the gymnasium and entertainment 
lO the task of acquiring an elementary education.' The work was 
not always of the most encouraging nature, and it was carried on 
often ét no little sacrifice on the part of the .more or less busy 
students who had volunteered their services. By the close of last 
seshion, however, considerable progress had bceji made. Over 
sixty boys had become really interested in tltc night school and 
were regular attendants. In short, the organization . closed the 
(Irai session of its history with considerable, satisfaction, but with 
the earnest desire to make the succeeding year count , for even 
frcatetii^hlnKS. 

This I"all the Club is preparing to resume the work of last year 
d to eonsiderably extend and enlarge upon it. In addition to 
li^t school it is proposed to take up some systematic Settlc- 
tient Work. The Club is awake to the present needs and there- 
fore to the great opportunity which presents itself in every sphere 
of social service work. While the work previously accomplished 
if worthy of commendation and is in every way a real credit to 
McGill. it is the earnest aim and purpose of the organisation to 
expand and accomplish greater things. 

■ Limitations of one kind or another have in coiisiderable mea- 
sure stood in the way of many plans which the Club would gladly 
have carried out. ^l'hese restrictions, or at least some of them, still 
txiat and the secret of their removal and the consequent unrctarded 
expansion of this great work lies in. the wholehearted support of 
the studentH and Staff of the University. " This is work which is 
Worthy of the best and noblest that is in us. We Cannot close 
our eye* to the cr)'ing need for social service work, but arc we 
ready to lend our enthusiastic support to the Social Service Club 
which stands for practical service?

English preferable to Russian, and 
learned quite a lot himself in teach 
ing the .language to another. 

In tho course of time be was ex 
changed, and as he was unable to 
fight ho went to Paris where be so 
cured a position, in thevIntoUigenco 
Office. In the office next door to 
him were four offtcprs who conducted 
the representatives ot the varloua na 
tlons on a "Cook's Tour" round tho 
front Capt Du Rouro said that in 
the absence of all four of those officers 
he was callo|l upot^ to mahïç. these tours 
himself and conducted about ten al- 
together. He related several anec- 
dotes of the parties which accom- 
panied him. One waa a Congressman 
from N. Dakota who, having gone 
through a place where mustard gas 
still lingered, was afflicted with' a 
belt of inflammation round his waist. 
He waa delighted at being "wounded" 
in France, and asked the doctor it be 
supposed it would fast until he could 
take it home torNorth Dakota! -• 

Another waa about a party of Chin- 
ese officials whom he was conducting 
on a twelve-day tour. He said they 
knew little French and that be was 
quite worried lent he. should, lose any 
of them.
